rPHIS  IS  TO  CERTIFY  that  the  “ Rossland  Power 
I Company,  Limited,”  incorporated  as  a Limited 
Company  on  the  21st  day  of  August,  1902,  with  the 
object  of  carrying  on  of  the  business  of  a Power  Com- 
pany within  the  meaning  of  Part  IV.  of  the  “ Water 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1897,”  within  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  has  submitted  its  undertaking  to 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  for  approval ; that 
the  said  undertaking,  as  shewn  by  the  documents  and 
plan  filed,  has  been  approved,  and  that  the  said  under- 
taking is  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  To  exercise  the  corporate  powers  of  a Power

station  47x00  of  the  said  railway  northerly  to  station

To  acquire  land  as  a right  of  way  along  the  lines  of 
the  intended  flumes,  and  to  construct  pipe  lines  from 
Murphy  Creek,  Rock  Creek  and  Stoney  Creek  for  the 
conveyance  of  water  to  the  said  mill  : 

That  for  the  purpose  of  generating  power  the 
Company  have  acquired  a record  of  six  hundred  and 
fifty  inches  of  water  from  Murphy  Creek,  one  hundred 
inches  of  water  from  Rock  Creek,  and  two  hundred 
inches  of  water  from  Stoney  Creek,  such  waters  to  be

called  for,  and  if  a candidate  should  require  such  he 
will  have  to  provide  them  at  his  own  expense. 

Candidates  must  provide  themselves  with  such  plat- 
inum ware  and  sets  of  weights  as  they  may  require. 

The  Department  of  Mines  will  make  no  charge  for 
the  use  of  chemicals  or  apparatus,  but  a candidate  will 
be  charged  for  all  breakages  or  unnecessary  loss  caused 
by  him.

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Rills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867,  ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Rridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 


otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com-

Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  tor 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

umber  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
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the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof.

claims,  statements  of  their  accounts,  and  the  nature 
of  the  securities,  if  any,  held  by  them. 

And  further  take  notice  that  after  the  last-mentioned 
date,  we,  the  said  executors,  will  proceed  to  distribute 
the  assets  of  the  deceased  aforesaid,  among  the  par- 
ties entitled  thereto,  having  regard  to  the  claims  of 
which  we  shall  then  have  notice,  and  that  we  will  not 
be  liable  for  the  said  assets  or  any  part  thereof  so  dis- 
tributed to  any  person  or  persons  of  whose  claims 
notice  shall  not  have  been  received  by  us  at  the  time 
of  such  distribution.  •
